In adétion, the 
loop enabled both stations to be well separated. i won't go into detaile about the e— 
lectronics involved; I'm perfectly willing to talk anybodyts ear off who is interested 
but I dontt think it's of general interest. How many other NRCers have high quality 
oscilloscopes? I'm currently preparing an article for the NEC on the use of direction 
finding loops on the BCB that will be, I bdlieve, unique in the history of BOB DX. 
Since there has been a renewd interest in logps lately I have one point to make to an~ 
yone who is attempting to use them for direct86n finding tt will save much grief, 
The point is this: When there are two on the same frequency, the nill bearing is inter. 
mediate between the bearing for the individual stations taken alone. Amn example: A. 
round 10pn both Burg, East Germany ‘nulls 138°) & Miramar (nfills 169°) are both coming 
through well. When both are coming through equally well, the mill bearing is about 
1499 (the average of the two individual bearings). If Miramar. were to fade out, the 
bearing would shift toward that for Burg, 1689. This effect sxplains why several DK- 
.era have found large variations in bearing angles: if there is a second station there, 
even though inaudible, it will tend to poll the primary bearing in its direction. More 
next time, meanwhile, good DX to all.
